Numerous critically acclaimed compact disc recordings are 
available by Mr. Cowan. His most recent release is “The Art

Stig Werng Holter was born in Oslo, Norway in 
1953. He graduated from The Norwegian Academy 
of Music in 1976 and has a master's degree in the- 
ology from The Norwegian Lutheran School of The- 
ology (1994). He has carried out further organ 
studies in Copenhagen, Denmark and Stuttgart, 
Germany. In 2000 he obtained a doctorate from 
the University of Bergen with a thesis on Norwegian 
hymnody. Since 1980, he has been engaged at The 
Music Conservatory in Bergen, now The Grieg Acad- 
emy - Music Department, University of Bergen, as 
an associate professor of church music, organ and 
musical theory. He is a prolific author, composer 
and organ recitalist. As a performer, he has a wide 
repertory including the essential of Norwegian or- 
gan music and 4-hand organ music. He has pub- 
lished books and articles on liturgy and hymnology. 
He spent six months during the academic year 
2005/06 as a visiting scholar at Luther Seminary,
